Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative discussed various features of the 
disclosed invention, specifically that crosstalk between the two frequency sources is avoided by tuning the variable 
frequency sources and tuning the variable shunt capacitors. Applicant's representative asserted that the two ranges in 
frequency taught by Suemasa et aL, while overlapping the ranges recited in pending claims 17-19, are directed to two 
frequencies very far apart in magnitude, which would not result in significant crosstalk between the two match tune 
spaces and would not require the type of match tuning disclosed by Applicant. Applicant's representative also argued 
that the relevance of Deguchi et al. is limited due to Deguchi et al. teaching only a single frequency source. Applicant's 
representative further argued that both Suemasa et al. and Deguchi et al have the same assignee, but neither 
practices the instantly disclosed invention, which Applicant's representative interpreted as an indication that the 
desirability of the disclosed invention is not recognized in the prior art. Applicant's representative proposed claim 
language to recite that the series capacitors are "non-variable," which the Examiner indicated may help to overcome 
the rejection on the grounds that a "variable" capacitor, such as that taught by Suemasa et al., would be structurally 
capable of being fixed. The Examiner indicated that these arguments will be considered in the next office action. 
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
